A deaf gen tie- 
man without any axe lo grind, was 
in tho vicinity of Santa Fe, not 

long after tin* appointment was 
made, lie is authority for ihe 
statement thai when Mr. Connor 
was first offered the position, he 
declined it, saying he did not want 
to he the cause ol Mr. Larson's re- 
moval. He was then told the 'Trus- 
tee's were bent, on having a hearing 

man as Superintendent. It was 
said ihe Trustees were dissatisfied 
with Superintendent Larson for 

Several reasons, one i>f which was 
his inability to talk with Ihe 
parents of the pupils, most of these 
parents being Mexicans or half- 
breeds. 'This, of course, was a 
greet disadvantage. If Mr. Connor 
had nol accepted the position, it 
would have gone to some other 
hearing man, possibly one unfami- 
liar with the deaf and their educa- 
tion.

Jennings. 

'The deaf should congratulate 
themselves on Ihe acquisition of 
such a learned and able champion 
of Ihe sign language as Miss Alice 
C. Jennings proves herself to be in 
her paper " Is Ii Beneficial to a 
Deaf Oralis) lo Learn the Sign 
Language?" The pity of it is that 
she did nol long ago learn signs. 
Her paper is very Interesting, de- 
scribing her experiences and suffer- 
ings during the many years she 
was an opponent of signs, as well 
as the happiness she now derives 
from their use. 

Miss Atkinson's Viku.n. 

Miss Emma Atkinson, in com- 
menting on Miss Jennings' paper 
says, among other things: — 

"'The deaf poison who speaks, 
roads I ln> lips, and who uses the 
manual alphabet fluently to the ex- 
clusion of signs though he may 
know them perfectly well — is more 
popular, more Influential, and more 
contented wilh all classes of people 
than the one who lives in the sign- 
language mainly." 

if a deaf person familiar with 
signs should, in a mixed assemblage 
ign people " insist on spelling 
everything he wanted lo say, would 
he be more popular", The chances 
are thai hi- would be voted a bore. 
I recall my own experience during 
my fust year in a sign school. I 
used "Ihe manual alphabet, fluent 

ly to the exclusion of signs," be- 
cause 1 knew only a few signs. 1 
did not become more popular on 
that account,. Quite Ihe contrary 
was (rue, for only a few of (lie 
pupils had Ihe patience ajid kind- 
ness to spell to me and read my 
spelling 'The more signs I learned 
the more popular 1 became. A few 
years later a young man, who had 
recently become deaf, entered the 
school as a pupil, but really to 
learn Ihe alphabet and sign lan- 
guage. His experience was the 
same as mine We were more 
than willing to use Ihe alphabet, 
but the pupils meted out to us the 
same Indifferent treatment which 

I hoy received from hearing people. 

Character in Wiled 

Collins' Novel " Hide 
AND Si.'kk." 

Being on this subject, of the 
manual alphabet, I am reminded of 

tho deaf heroine In "Hide ami 
Seed,." Collins must have been in- 
timately noqnainted with some 

such person, and got lo understand 

something of the sentiments of the 

deaf on the difficulties of communi- 
cation between them and hearing 
peeple 'This is shown by the foi 

lowing extract from the book. It 

refined to Mrs. Klylhe in»erpreting 

to (he deaf girl. Madonna, (he con- 
versations that W«re held when she 
was present. 

" Nothing was more characteris- 
tic of Mrs. Klylhe's warm sympa- 
thies and affectionate consideration 
for Madonna than this little action. 
Tho kindest people randy think il 
necessary, however well practised 
in communicating by the fingers 
wilh the deaf, to keen t.hoin in- 
formed of any ordinary conversa- 
tion which may be pioceeding in 
their presence. Wise disquisitions, 

witty sayings, curious stories, are 
conveyed to their iniiuls by sympa- 



thizing friends and relatives, as a 
matter of course ; but the little 
chatty nothings of everyday talk, 
which most constantly employ our 
speaking and address our hearing 
faculties, are thought too slight and 
fleeting in their nature to be worthy 
of transmission by interpreting lin- 
gers or pens, and are consequently 
seldom or never communicated to 
Ihe deaf. No deprivation attend- 
ing their affliction is more severely 
felt by them than the special depri- 
vation which thus ensues ; and 
which exiles their sympathies in a 
great measure, from all share in 
the familiar social Interests of life 
around them."

ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf mutes of Now York. The 
amount wquiivd for " The Gal Ian 
del Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about #30,000, aud the building 
Itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
in him whose lifrt was devoted to the 

silenl peoples. They themselves 
i lily endorse the memorial.
